TOO YOUNG TO BE CRIMINALS, |

Some Good Advice wven By Judge
Searle To Young Violators of the
Law.

Elins Hedgelon, aged 16, Allred
Polt, nged 11, Edward Schmuck, aged
15, had their innings Monday morn-
ing at argument court, when they
pleaded gullty to entering Graham
Wallys' store, a year ago around Fair
time, and steallng revolvers and
knives to the wvalue of $21.50,
Judge Searle soundly lectured them,
and paroled them In the custody of
their parents and of a relative,

The story of their escapade, as re-
lnted to the Court, by District Attor-
ney M. E, Simons, is as follows:

" These boys found a window open
in the second story of Mr. wmm']
store, They took a ladder and went
up and in and down into the store,
Ellas Hedgelson standing outside!
to wateh while the other three boys|
went in and took some knives and |
revolvers. They took them out and
the boys say they hid some of them |
that night, and the next day they
got thelr booty and distribuad ﬂlt‘lﬂ!
among the boys. This happened
something over a year ago about|
Fair time. 1t seems that some of
the bhoys who had been in the hablt |
of using them knew how they got
them, and that's the way it got out."

Judge Searle questloned the boys |
closely. Edward Schmuck, next to|
the oldest of the trio, sald that he |
wis 156 on October 13. He wurkedi
it Durland-Weston's staining ‘mu-l
tons & year this January. He sald |
he took his money home and stayed
in evenings. \

District Attorney Simouns sald: “I}

understand these boys were all bad
boys, Thelr parents were not able
to tnke care of them. They wouldn't
mind their parents. They had the
habit of congreguting in different
plnces. They had a place where they
congregnted and smoked cigareties,”

* lsn’t that the case, boys?'' ask.
ed Mr. Simons,

“Yes, sir,” they cllmed up In uni-
#omn.

Young Schmuck’s father said the
mothér takes the boy's part, His
son alwnys behaved pretty well, he
declared. “'If ever 1 come out of
thig, T'll be a different boy.'” his son
promised him some time ago. 1
never couwld cateh them smoking cig-
drettes,” he continued.

Graham Watts was called and sald
he knew nothing of the Schmuck
boy. “All I know,” he said, “is that
that three or four boys admitted tak-
ing those good from my store. |

Wm, H. Hulhlzer, who Is the su-
perintendent of the Durland-Weston
Shoe Company, sald that the boy had
always been stralght in the factory,
